SUBJECT : Publication of the ELINT Mission and Functions 
and Related Pages of the Regulations 


1. During the coordination of the updating of the mission 
and functions statement and organization chart of the Office 
of ELINT, which has been an "AB" distribution since 1964, the 
DDO asked that printing be delayed pending DDO and ELINT resolution 
of an appropriate distribution pattern. Subsequently ELINT 
‘ requested that RCS provide an "A" distribution for the actual 
text of the mission and functions statement and organization 
chart with additional copies to be sent to DDO and OEL (an 
"A, Special" distribution) and, incidentally, requested a high 
priority be given to the printing. 


2. The Office of ELINT request for the "A, Special" distri- 
bution required that RCS process two separate printing jobs.

the new distribution pattern as well as the reverse sides 0 


the pages of the ELINT organization chart, and the mission 

and functions statement (which would continue to receive an 

AB distribution) (attachment A) and, second, printing the actual 
text of the Office of ELINT organization chart and the mission 

and functions statement for the "A, Special" distribution (attach- 
ment B). 


3. Printing this material necessarily involved reprinting 
obsolete material in the table of contents as well as the ob- 
solete mission and functions statement of the Office of Computer 
Services, which was on the reverse side of the page. Since 
the Office of ELINT indicated a high degree of urgency in having 
their material published as soon as possible, we decided not 
to delay the printing for what is likely to be a lengthy process 
involved in updating the other material. 


4. The table of contents must reflect the actual titles 

of the regulations that are on the books, even though they 

are not current as far as organization structure or office 

title is concerned. At various times I discussed with Messrs. 
STATL________——T.~=SCJ options available to RCS to update regulations 

with respect to organizational structure and office titles 

and we have in fact marked a set of regulations to reflect 

the organizational changes as they have been made. The updating 

of regulations throughout the Agency could be done by instructions 

to make pen and ink changes or by reprinting all regulations. 

The problems associated with either option were such that the 
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then ADD/M&S decided that, at least for the time being, organiza- 
tional structure and office titles should be changed only when 
the substance of the regulation was being changed. 


5. With respect to substantive changes, including statements 
of mission and functions and new organization charts, the revisions 
are originated primarily by the component which has the principal 
interest. RCS presently is discussing or processing a number 
of proposals relating to mission, functions, and organization 
charts (OJCS, the Comptroller, the DD/M&S, OSI, OWI, etc.) 
and will forward these for authentication when coordinated. 

Until the process is complete, certain pages of the regulations 
will continue to be outdated and the table of contents will 
reflect this.

SUBJECT : The American Revolution Bicentennial

1. On 18 December 1973 the Regulations Control Staff 
received from the Office of Logistics a draft proposed 
Headquarters Notice on The American Revolution Bicentennial 
Commission. After editing, this proposed notice was sent 
on 2 January 1974 to the coordinating officers of the 
six major components, including the DDI (attachment A). 

The RCS covering memorandum stated that any questions 
relating to the proposal should be directed to a designated 
RCS member by 9 January 1974. No comments or questions 
were received from the coordinating officers. 


2. On 10 January the proposed notice was forwarded 
to the EO-DD/M&S and ADD/M&S for authentication with the 
notation that information copies were sent to the usual 
coordinators with no response (attachment B). The ADD/M&S 
adopted the recommendation of the EO-DDM&S that due to 
the paper shortage and the fact that this notice had limited 
application within the Agency the Bicentennial program 
should be implemented directly by the Office of Logistics 
and that notice of the program be posted on the bulletin 
board rather than by general distribution. RCS forwarded 
a copy of the notice to the Office of Personnel to be 
posted and notified the Office of Logistics of the decision 
to implement the program directly with the Agency components 
concerned. 


3. The Executive Officer/Office of Logistics reports 
that OL prepared a paper for ADD/M&S approval regarding 
procedures to implement the Bicentennial program, that 
the paper was approved, and that OL has since been working 
directly with the Agency components concerned with this 
program. With respect to the DDI, I understand that OL 
personnel have been discussing with DDI personnel the 
use and placement of the Bicentennial symbol on a variety 
of DDI publications.

The 200th anniversary of the birth of the United States 
of America should be an occasion for a nationwide commemoration 
which includes all of our ane ee CUbTonS: 


One means of sidepensine awareness of and interest in the 
Bicentennial can be the widespread display of the official 
American Revolution Bicentennial symbol adopted by the 
American Revolution Bicentennial Commission, notification 
of which was published in the Federal Register on March 27, 
1971, Volume 36, No. 60. 7 

Since publications, correspondence, and documents of 
the Federal departments and agencies reach most institutions. 
and citizens of the United States, the American Revolution 
Bicentennial Commission has recommended that the publications, 
correspondence, and documents of the Federal departments and 
agencies bear the official Bicentennial symbol to the extent 
practicable. 


NOW, THEREFORE, by virture of the authority vo in 
me as President of the United States, it is ordered as 
“follows: 


Section 1. Each Federal department and agency of the 
executive branch shall use the official symbol of the 
American Revolution Bicentennial, adopted by the American 
Revolution Bicentennial Commission pursuant to the Act of 
December 7, 1970 (Public Law 91-528; 84 Stat. 1389), on 
publications, envelopes, stationery and other appropriate 
documents to the extent such use is permitted by law and 
is deemed appropriate. 


Sec. 2. The official symbol may be used either in one 
color or in the three colors prescribed in the Graphics 
Manual of the American Revolution Bicentennial Commission. 


Sec. 3. Use of. the symbol pursuant to this order shail 
continue through December 31, 1976.
